The faite of - olphus Duncan is now in 
the hands of Governor Atkinson, and it 
remains with h.m whether the negro will 
be allowed to hang for his alleged crime 
or whether he will be given his Liberty. 

Unless Governor Atkinson interferes, 
Duncan will hang on March 13th, as he 
has been sentenced to expiate his crime on 
that day. Duncan has trade no statement 
in regard to the efforts that are being put 
forth in his behalf by his attorneys and 
he appears to manifest no interest in the 
result of the hearing of the case before 
the chief executive of the state. He has 
gothing to say upon the subject except to 
deny his sgulit. 

The entire case, including the charges 
made by Mrs. Sanner and the circum- 
stances of the arrest of the negro, has 
been filed with Governor Atkinson and he 
has had the matter under ‘his considerat- 
tion for several days. The evidence is long 
and tedious, and it will require quite awhile 
before the diflerent trials can be reviewed. 
There are also other matters that will be 
presented the gcvernor touching upon the 
case. It is expected that statements in 
writing from all the members of the jury 
which tried Duncan wil? be placed before 
the governor for his consideration. 

In addition to the statements of the jury, 
many have volunteered to furnish af- 
fidavits in regard to the character of Mrs. 
Sanner and several affidavits have been 
filed with the attormeys stating that Mrs. 
Sanner gave descriptions of her assailant 
which do not tally with the personal ap- 
pearance of Duncan. It is said that Mrs. 
Sanner said the man who assailed her 
was a low, stumpy, mulatto negro, while 
Duncan is a tall negro as biack as the 
ace of spades. Many other features have 
been brought to light that show there has 
been a possibility of a mistake having been 
made in the arrest of Duncan and his 
subsequent conviction. 

Solicitor C. D. Hill is actively working in 
behalf of Duncan. At the time that Dun- 
can was given a trial, Solicitor Hill ap- 
peared as prosecutor and represented the 
state. Since that timre, however, many 
things have been brought to the notice of 
the solicitor which have caused him to 
betieve that the negro is innocent. While 
he represented the state in an able man- 
ner and produced overwhelming testimony 
against the negro, he states that he now 
knows many things in favor of the negro 
which be did not know at that time, 

A Glance at the Testimony. 

The testimony against Duncan at the 
time of his first trial was very strong and 
clear. Mrs. Sanner positively identified the 
man who was in the courtroom as being 
the man who assaulted her. 

She gave the story of the attack and 
vividly described the occurrence. She was 
coming through a wooded strip of land in 
the western portion of the city late at 
night when she was attacked by a negro. 
She was alone and stated that her cries 
for help failed to bring assistance. Seeing 

that she must make a brave defense for 
her life, she states that she fought the 
negro and finally succeeded in taking a 
knife from his hand, which she threw into 
the bushes. 

That was. in brief, the substance of her 
testimony at the prelinrinary hearing given 
Duncan. Later on a change was made in 
the warrant, changing the charge from 
that of an assault to rape. : 

New Witness Discovered. 

Since the trial it has been found that 
some valuable witnesses were not intro- 
duced because they could not be made to 
testify in the case. These witnesses are 
several women who live in the neighbor- 
hood in which Mrs. Sanner: resided and 
who had a conversation with her just after 
she alleges tlfe assault was made. 

One of the ladies who had a talk with 
Mrs. Sanner has prepared a statement in 
which she relates a portion of the conver- 
sation which was held with Mrs. Sanner. 
The statement shows that Mrs. Sanner 
said that the negro, who was a mulatto 
boy, nad attempted to commit a crime upon 
her person, but that with physical force 
BShe gave combat with him and he was 
frightened away by her cries. 

Another statement has been sent the 
attorneys of Duncan in which a negro 
wonran in ithe neighborhood says that Mrs. 
Sanner accused her son of being the man 
who tried to assault her on the time in 
question. This woman says her son is of 
a very bright color, but that he was iden- 
tified by Mrs. Sanner as being the one 
who tried to commit the assault. 

Policeman Conn, of the county force, 
Says that he was requested to make sev- 
eral arrests after Mrs. Sanner had identi- 
filed Duncan. Many other favorable state- 
ments to Duncan have been made and the 

rospect is that Governor Atkinson will 
ave strong pressure brought to bear 
upon him when he is asked to pardon the 
condemned man.

the warm counterpare on his bed. Toward 
morning, however, the weather began to 
moderate, and as soon as the clouds com- 
meuced to shed their plumage upon the 
hose tops, the melting process began 
and continued as long as the snow lasted. 

Still the sizgrs were promising as long 
as the particles continued to jostle each 
other in the air. Heavy clouds obscured 
the sky and threatened to besiege the earth 
until a change of some kind was brought 
about in the temperature below.

S. Gorgas, the chief clerk of the weather 
bureau, made a note of the last snow 
storm in Atlanta. Mt occurred on the 15th 
and 16th of February 189. The snow be- 
gan to fall about 10 o’clock in the morning 
and lasted fcr two solid days. The snow 
fall measured 7.4 inches. For two weeks 
the weather was extremely disagreeable. 
Heavy layers of snoW covered the bricks 
and for several days the vars were not able 
to run. Local transportation was very 
badly impeded and busin«ss generally was 
at a stand still. The weatier was per- 
haps the most severe ever known in this 
section. 

The Bureau Report. 

The barometer was above the normal 
last night in all portions of the country 
east of the Rocky mountains. The high- 
est pressure formed a ridge extending 
from Cincinnati to New York. The lowest 
was over the Florida peninsula. The lowest 
temperature reported was 4 degrees at 
New York city. It Was below freezing as 
far south as Atlanta, where the thermome- 
ter read 30 degrees at 7 p. m. It had grown 
warmer over the state west of the Missis- 
sippi river. At Omaha the mercury stood 
at 44 degrees.
